In Duluth 
the bread lines were running wide 
open, day and night. 
The poor mayor 
of Duluth was almost driven crazy to 
handle guch a situation. 
It is not 
that th** men do not earn good wages 
Th.- wages are good; common labor 
$2 and for river driving $2.50 per day 
and board. 
Men who work in the 
woods all winter earn $25 per month 
and board, from $25 to $55 in 
the 
spring 
When camp breaks they will 
have $200 to $300, and if you meet 
them a week after they have left their 
woodland destination it is, "Hay, .Tack 
gimme a quarter; dead broke.** They 
do not know the value of money. 
I hope you hoys in Salem are more
